FOUGHT OFF THE 


SUBMARINE WITH 


A COAL

London, Feb. 21. (By Mail).— 


When one's vessel is in danger from 
enemy submarines anything will do 
as a weapon of defense,, as is shown 
by the story of a captain of a British 
trawler who used a coal shovel with 
?ood effect against a German U-boat. 
The trawler, according to the story 
told by one of the crew, was in the 
North Sea when the skipper saw a 
periscope crawl through the break- 
ing surface 'of the sea about a hun- 
drey yards off. There was no gun 
aboard and the trawler's speed was 
less than eight knots. 


"It was a situation to dismay most 


men," said the sailor. ""A touch of 
the wheel sent the trawler's blunt 
bows pointing at 
the submarine's 


whale back, and we wallowed menac- 
ing toward the pirate. 
"The U-boat swung 
around 
to 


avoid the impact and the sides of the 
trawler scraped along the sides of 
the submarine. 
"The skipper bawled out for 
a 


hammer, a crowbar, anything that 
would hurt. One of the crew thrust 
a coal shovel into his hand and he 
scrambled on the bulwarks and lean? 
ed over. 
Backwards and forwards 


he swung the scoop at 
the fragile 


periscope, and the third blow reduc- 
ed it to fragments. 


"The submarine commander, hear- 


ing the noise and wondering what 
new and horrible device the enemy 
had invented, crept to his periscope 
to have a look, but all was black. 
He was blind. The trawler got away 
in safety."

TROTZKY QUITS 


AS A LEADER OF 


THE REVOLUTION 
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Petrograd, Friday, March, 8.— 


Leon Trotzky, in an address at a 
meeting of the Maximalist .party to- 
day, announced that he had resigned 
as commissary for foreign affairs. 


As the Bolsheviki foreign minister, 
>on Trotzky, whose real name is 
[*eber "Brauhstein, was the most im- 
portant member of the revolutionary 
government formed after the "over- 
hrow of Kerensky last November. 
Although Nikolai Lenine, as pre- 
mier, was the nominal head of the 
government, Trotzky'Virtually con- 
trolled Russia's destiny up to the 
second peace conference at Brest- 
Litovsk. 


It-was Trotzky who make public 


the text of secret documents ex- 
changed 
between former Russian 


governments 
and foreign 
govern- 


ments^ and it was he who proposed 
are armistice to the central powers 
n December, which eventually led tO; 
the abortive conference at Brest- 
Litovsk. The negotiations were dis- 
rupted in February, and hostilities 
were renewed. The Germans then 
submitted partial peace terras, hot 
Trotzky took no part in the confer- 
ences. 


Trotzky's resignation.is the second 
among the Russian leaders forecast 
jy Berlin. 
On February 25. Berlin 


reported that Ensign Krylenko, com- 
mander of the Russian armies, had 
been superseded. 
A dispatch re- 


ceived in London Thursday said Kry- 
ienko had resigned owing to differ- 
ences with the council of peoples' 
commissaries. 
Trotzky's resignation 


was forecast by Berlin Tuesday. The 
withdrawals of TroUky and Kry- 
lenko leave Lenine as the survivor 
of the Bolsheviki ruling triumvirate. 
Trotzky also is president of the 
Petrograd council of workmen's and 
soldiers' delegates and was annotat- 
ed food dictator with unlimited au- 
thority on February 20. 


Having 
escaped 
from 
Siberia, 


where he was sent for. political of- 
fenses, Trotzky was an exile at the 
outbreak of the war. , He was ex- 
pelled from Europe for preaching 
>eacc and arrived in New York on 
ranuary 14. 1917, but returned to 
PTussia last April, after the overthrow 
of the imperial government.

army, the largest tactical unit used 
in modern warfare. Until General 
Pershing has under his command a, 
complete-field army, no further or- 
ganiaztiqn of fighting units will be 
started. 
It was originally'the intention of* 


the department'to form the "typical" 
field army by combining three army 
corps,' but it is understood that this 
plan has been abandoned for one 
which calls for five or six. 


An army corps under ordinary con- 


ditions of terrain can, be .expected to 
lold 16 miles of trenches, or about 


miles of geographical front 
The 


first American field army, therefore, 
may be able to take over 100 miles 
of French line. Censorship regula- 
tions prohibit the publication of the 
approximate date upon which this 
may be expected, if the present 
schedule is maintained, however, it 
is safe to say that by January, 1919, 
or earlier, American troops will be 
holding a longer JBttetcb of front than 
was held by the British after more 
than two years of war. 


Under the .six corps field army, 


plan, auxiliary troops

more than 300,000 would be requir- 
ed, each army corps having about 
30,000 and the field army 130,000. 
The same number of- fighting men 
under the three corps would hare re- 
quired between 450,000 and $00,000 
corps and army troops.

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


It is a pleasure, as well as a privilege, to be asked to 


speak to you. I am very sorry for you that it was not 
possible, through press of public duties, for Herbert 
Hoover to appear personally. He is, in my experience 
(and I have lectured as a university teacher and heard 
university lectures for twenty-five years), the most ef- 
fective speaker to a trained audience that t have ever 
heard. It would have therefore been a matter of very 
great pleasure to you all, trained business minds, to have 
heard Mr. Hoover's statement of at least certain aspects 
of our food problem; but since he was unable to come, he 
has delegated me as his lieutenant, and this delegation I 
esteem an especial honor. 


There are so many aspects of the food question that it 


is of course impossible to enter into all of them, and there 
is necessarily, therefore, a choice. There is one feature 


-: of the work which just now is of particular importance, 
? and concerning which we believe it is very necessary that 


eyery intelligent American should have a cl^r concep- 
tiojo; and the necessity of clarification on ^is point is 
made .evident to us every day by the reception of many 
letters in the Food Administration asking tne why and 
the wherefore of the recent rulings in connection with 
the; use of wheat and the necessity for its transport. 


Now anyone who studies the subject of food in its 


broadest relations soon learns that 3t is a very much 
larger subject than the physiology of nutrition. It in- 
cludes the sociology of nutrition and includes also im- 
portant relations to the very intricate manifestations of 
industry in the broadest terms. And he who would at- 
tempt to define the relation of a particular action from a 
standpoint of its mere physiological relations would com- 
mit a very great error. 


Now, the situation is primarily statistical. We and 


our allies are a unit in numbers, in supplies, in food and 
sacrifice, and in everything. 
England and France are 


separated by a very narrow strip of water, we by a larger 
strip, France and Italy by a mountain range. Primarily 
we must bridge it by transportation. 
This transporta- 


tion 35 at the present the determinant in all of the vari- 
ables existing in this country. Our food must be pro- 
vided, our tropps must be supported, our energies must 


; ^concentrated. We haye three problems of tonnage: 
,T oceaji transportation especially; of military forces; and 
| of/fodd. 
TJiey are all correlated arid they hang together 


in the most intimate and perplexing fashion. 


Now, we had a population before we entered the war 


of 105,000,000. We hacj to feed 105,000,000 people; we 
had ceased tp be an exporting nation in foodstuffs, prac- 
tically speaking; we were an importing nation in food- 
stuffs. ,We have now to count 35,000,000 of our allies 
as pur own children's mouths. We have got to feed 
440,000,000 people now, and we have the agriculture of 
105,000,000 people. No matter how agriculture can jbe 
increased, it is scarcely within the range of possibility to 
expect our agriculture to be expanded from a plane of 
105,000,00010140,000,000 within one year, and that with 
a scarcity of labor, scarcity of machinery, scarcity of fer- 
tilizer, scarcity of seed. In other words, with every hu- 
man element upon the normal plane of efficiency and 
with nothing to hope for except unusually favorable cli- 
matic conditions. 
Under these circumstances, impor- 


tant as the production of increased foodstuffs is, for the 
present moment, repression in consumption and altering 
in the mode of life become absolute duties for every 
American who desires to be one of the allied group of sol- 
diers.

They are short over there at least 40 per cent of their ' 


foodstuffs. 
They have crop failures in France and Italy, 


and the natural deficiency in the food supply of the 
United Kingdom. You men know what reserves mean, 
you know that reserves are the absolute basis of all com- 
putation in business. These peoples harvested these de- 
fective crops in July and August. They were their re- 
serves—their regular importations, placed against their 
monthly consumption, constituted the maintenance of re- 
serve. What did they find with us? The second succes- 
sive short wheat crop, large crops of other cereals, especi- 
ally of oats, which cannot be made fully useful as a hu- 
man food on account of limitations in the manufacture 
in the form of oatmeal. A supposedly bumper crop of 
corn that is not dry yet and is, practically speaking, out 
••of the market for the large part. Moderately large sup- 
plies in every direction, and increasing difficulties in ton- 
nage. To cap this entire situation, an unprecedented 
winter, with reduction in ocean tonnage, reduction in 
port facilities, reduction in rail facilities and the conse- 
quent drop in the stream of important cereals that has to 
go abroad to maintain the reserve. There was nothing 
to draw from Argentine, they had a failure last year; the 
new crop is only no\v ripe and will not lie available for 
the market until May, and I he haul is twice as long as 
from the United States. 


Therefore, during this period, practically speaking, 


they could draw their cereals only from us. Cereals 
comprehend a number, we haye them all. The question 
is, which ones should they draw and, if certain ones more 
than others, why? Their reserves have become de- 
pleted. Any business man in (his organization can cal- 
culate when these reserves will reach a very low ebb. If 


they have ortly had a half crop, and they have not main- 
tained the import necessary to hold the reserve, it takes a 
oriel calculation to show \yhen they will reach a very low 
plane. And you also know that you cannot do business 
m an efficient manner without a reserve, and when the re- 
serves get low, then distribution fails, becomes defective, 
and you lose the potential-power of the reserve that you 
possess. 


Now, the problem that has been placed by the Food 


Administrations of these allied nations to the United 
plates Food Administration is, by a Herculean exporta- 
tion ot gram, to pull their reserves back to such a plane 
that they will hold them up until their new crop, hi or- 
der to do this, we have got to send firstly, a very large 
amount of grain, and secondly, we have got to send an ex- 
tren^ely large Amount of wheat. Now, why wheat? 
And this, is the question that we hear so of ten f "If it is 
true, as you tell us, that all of these grains are equally 
good, then why-do you urge that we cut down in wheat, 
that the wheat must be sent to them? Why don't we 
send them the other grains?" This is the question we 
hear pver and over again. It is a question involving the 
sociology and psychology of the habits of these people, 
and has nothing to do with their nutrition at all. It also 
involves our sociology and psychology, and does not in- 
volve pur nutrition at all. 


_ Now, what is the situation? The situation is that in 
the preparation of foo4 we require labor, fuel and capi- 
tal. We wish our allies, who are overworked, who are 
carrying not less than an overload of 40 to 60 per cent, 
to have their subsistence so arranged as to require the 
least expenditure of capital, labor and fuel. This is rep- 
resented by wheat, and not by oats, by rice or by corn 


In other words, we believe that Americans are better 


qualified to put up with inconveniences in the use of oats 
rice and corn than are the allies. A certain minimum of 
bread every white person must have, but beyond that it 
is quite immaterial what cereal one subsists on. We 
have laid out therefore a.general scheme of cereal ration 
It is no haphazard plan; it % just as definite a piece of cal- 
culation as an engineerin^problem. We ask the people 
ol the United States for t|e twenty-one meals in a week 
to Consume wheat only iaf twelve meals and to consume 
non-wheat cereals exclusively the other nine. And if 
you do this you will enable the people of England, France 
and Italy to have the amount of wheat and of other cere- 
als that will carry them over until the new harvest, and 
enable them to maintain, more or less, their normal hab- 
its of life. Twenty iffiiilion people in the south have lived 
for decades on exaeljiy what we are asking the rest of you 
tp do. We are asking you4o cut down your consump- 
tion of wheat flour and to substitute the other cereals. 
They are all just as good, but they require more work. 
Now, who has the Mine to put on this work? Just take 
one particular class of women, the women of France. 
Who has the time to spend on the preparation of cereals, 
the American women or the women of France.? 


Remember that fifty-five per cent of the people in this 


country bake their own bread. We understand the cere- 
als, we have the dairy products to go with them, we also 
have the sugar to go with them. The people over there 
have not the dairy products. They have only a yer^ 
small sugar ration—a pound a month in France and Italy. 
We ask the people of mis country to submit to the incon- 
veniences, rather than pass them over to the allies. 


Over there, no one makes bread in the home. It is al- 


ways bought from the bake shop. Try to visualize your- 
self a village hi Ohio of two thousand homes and a village 
in France of two thousand homes. In France, every sin- 
gle home will be supplied with bread made in the village 
bake shop. This bake shop will be run by four or five 
bakers; it will use a minimum of coal, only a few pounds 
a day; This bread is delivered every morning,.and it 
constitutes 50 per cent of the food supply of that village. 
These four or five men cook half the food of those two 
thousand people. In Ohio, you have in this small village 
each woman preparing at least 80 per cent of her own 
family food; in France naluralry the woman only pre- 
pared 5.0 per cent. Now then, we ask the women in this 
Ohio village to reduce their wheat consumption, so that 
they shall feed their families on non-wheat cereals nine 
meals a week. For those nine meals a week they must 
use a little extra fuel and they have got to put in half an 
hour possibly before each meal in cooking of rice or oat- 
meal, or in the baking of corn bread. They have, we be- 
lieve, the time to do that, and difficult as the fuel situation 
apparently is to us here, we have the fuel to do it. La- 
dies and gentlemen, compared to what they call a normal 
fuel situation in France in war lime, we have had fuel in 
abundance in (his country during the last six weeks. 


Over there the woman is worked sixteen hours a day. 


She is doing practically all the agriculture. Every wo- 
man in the village in France that I am describing, is in the 
fields like a man; she leaves at home a wounded soldier, 
a man maimed for life, or a man riddled with tuberculo- 
sis, or there may he a tubercular child lying in the corner 
of (he room. She works in (he field in order (hat she 
may supply them with food, and may in part subsist a 
man fighting al (he front. Half of this food she buys 
ready made in (he form of bread. Is (here a man or 
woman in (his room who wants (o compel that woman to 


get up one half hour earlier in the morning for nine 
meals a, week to cook rice or corn meal or oatmeal, with 
coat at one hundred and thirty-five dollars a ton ? 


the American woman has got to stand this inconveni- 


ence or pass it over to the French woman, where it be- 
comes an absolute burden. That is what we meanly 
our wheat saving schedule, We ask the 34000,00*0 
women in this country, only 9,000,000 of whom are 
classed in the census as under gainful occupation, to pre- 
pare other cereals than wheat, lor nine meals in the week, 
in order that the 20,000,000 women of France, all of 
whom would be classed, practically speaking, by our cen- 
sus as engaged in labor, may be supplied bread, without 
1 urther work on their part, 50 per cent of their food Sup- 
ply. It is a question as to whether we believe they have 
the time and energy to do this work, or whether we have? 
got it. Who has the most still to give— ^they or we? 
'" 


Now that is the basis of the wheat situation, ladies and 


gentlemen, and if you will go back to your various states 
and get this into the hearts and the minds of the women, 
I am sure they will give this half hour of their work dairy 
to the women of England, France and Italy. And the 
men will give what it costs, because it will bring about a 
slight increase in cost. The substitutes at present are 
somewhat more expensive than wheat. With the resto- 
ration of normal facilities in transportation, welippe this 
excess in price will disappear; but even though they re- 
main more expensive than wheat, .we expect the people 
of the coqntry to stand that additional expense rather 
than pass a burden to the shoulders of the women of 
France, England and Italy. 


Now this wheat is going. It is going before you and J 


have, saved it. We can do one of two things. We can 
play the game with Hoover and stick to the nine wheat- 
less meals. Or we can play the game against him and 
with the Germans, and eat the flour of the country up by 
the first of July, and then have nothing but wheattess 
meals till the new crop comes in.

A lew weeks ago it was my privilege to go over the battlefield of Verdun 
rsay it was my privilege, because there is nothing more inspiring, and at 
the same time more depressing, than for a man from a^hstence 
from a nation which, though distant, is allied, to go in such^* 
place and mingle with the men who for three years have stood the brunt of 
the attack that Is ultimately aimed at us just as much as at them. Verdun 
looks. like a gravel pit, with all the tree stumps one or two or three f«*t 
high, shriveled by the shells. There is nothing else except in the distance ' 
in the front the green of the untouched German land, with Metz glistening 
in the distance, and behind only twenty miles, the placid French farms 
with -women working as uncomplainingly as though there were no war so 
perfectly poised is their mentality under these extremely trying condition 
with the shell sounds never out of their ears. 


As one goes over this battlefield, one is painfully struck by the sensation 


that Is aroused when the French enlisted men. noticing a foreigner in for- 
eign garb, accompanied by a French officer, first salutes the off leer quite 
as • child courtesies to her mother, and then salutes the foreigner. And 
the man who has in mind the consciousness of his own relative position In 
the world, says to himself, "My God, why should that man 'salute me? 
what have I done in this world that those men woo have faced death- for 
me for three years and a halt should salute me?" They do not salute me. 
they salute the American in me. and in that salute they express not only 
the hope, but the faith that passes all words 


Gentlemen, if. in the final analysis we have not been worthy of that faith 


in us held by our brethren in England, France and Italy, it will be for oar 
own history the greatest tragedy. We must realize not only the obligation 
to feed, but the obligation to use our lives in every way so as to concen- 
trate our positive forces on the carrying forward of this struggle. Because, 
believe me, it has got to be carried forward with every particle of strength 
we possess, and for some time. I am sure Mr. Gerard will corroborate this. 


And now just one final word which has not- anything to do wlta. food. 


The statement is being circulated that the American army in France is 
leading a life of alcoholism, polluted with dissolution and cursed by ven- 
ereal disease. I have been through the American camp, talked with all 
manner of men and women in France, and I tell you that the fact is that 
this same number of Americans, when they lived in this country, Mvcr 
lived so sober, so clean, or were as free of venereal disease as they are 
today. Any person who repeats the other statement is either a liar or a 
pro-German, or both. The going to France has been a positive act oT mor- 
alleation for these men. They are not only leading helpful lives of strong 
physical work, under military discipline, but they are breathing an atmos- 
phere of heroism and exaltation, and the sum total of these influences to 
an absolute moralization. The American army in France needs your faith. 
It will not be injured by the gossip .uttered, either entirely for purposes of 
propaganda or as the result of mere inability to see the truth.

DISTINCTIVB PRODUCTS. 


• There is always an advantage 


when a community gets a reputation 
for some particular kind of product. 
Stock-raisers say that the farmers 
make a mistake in dividing up their 
'interest among so many different 
breeds. 
If those in one locality 


would agree to specialize on one 
variety of cattle their neighborhood 
would acquire a reputation for that 
type. 
Buyers wishing that breed 


would come from a long distance to 
look over the stock. 


Johnstown 
county, Missouri, is 


one locality that has worked along 
that line. In one day a breeder of 
shorthorn cattle disposed of 53 bulls, 
cows and calves for $7000. This 
could not have been done in a local- 
ity that had attained no reputation 
for some distinctive product. 


The same results are attained by 


growers 
of fruit. 
Whenever the 


producers of any section can acquire 
a -reputation for growing some par- 
ticular thins in a distinctive way, 
they attract buyers from a long dis- 
tance, and accomplish more than 
they can by scattering their efforts. 


The same idea works on all kinds 


of maufactured products. 
When a 


town becomes known as a center for 
ascertain type of industry, people 
come to it as a center fc>r that par- 
ticular thing. 
-A town or an agricultural district 


well keep in view two ends; 


'First, to diversify its industry to a1 
certain point, so that when condi- 
tions are dull in some industries and 
no tin others, it will not be wholly 
fiat. 


.Second, to specialize on some line 


of ' agricultural or manufacturing 
production, and work to make that 
thing a distinctive product. 
Young 


men seeking to start in business 
should be encouraged to enter that 
particular line, so that the commun- 
ity should gradually tend to acquire 
its own distinct product for which 
ft shall be noted. The idea was susr- 
gested by a Newark man a short 
time ago. 
He expressed the belief 


that if Licking county farmers would 
specialize It would result in greater 
prosperity for the community.

-Mr. Austin has 
a family of live children, five grand- 
children and four great-grandchildren 
living. 
He has lived to see six gen- 
erations in the 
Austin 
family, 
and 
would be glad to hear from any fel- 
low Civil War veteran in the state who 
can beat this record. Albert R. Austin 
was born in Suffield. Feb. 13, 183S. Al- 
bert Austin was educated at the Con- 
necticut Literary school. While a stu- 
dent there, he walked to school and 
back home at night, six miles a day. 
The tuition at that time was $4.50 per 
term. 
At the age of 17 years he decided 
to leave school and went to Kevana, 
Portage county, Ohio, where lie made 
his home with his uncle, Albert Aus- 
tin, 
for two years, and went to school. 
He came back to Suffield in 1856 and 
went to farming- on his father's farm, 
where he now lives at the present time 
on Hastings hill. 
In 1SCO he 
again 
•went west, settling in Newark, Ohio, 
and went into the cigar making busi- 
ness. Soon alter this the war broke out 
and after the call for troops, a com- 
pany was organized at Newark, Ohio, 
and he enlisted in company C. 27th 
Ohio infantry, of which one entire com- 
pany was made up of Newark boys. 
This regiment went to Camp Chase, 
Columbus, Ohio, and was under the 
command of Captain Edward Nickols. 
"We lay in Camp Chase a few weeks 
and were ordered out to Missouri un- 
der General Fremont. Our first real 
fight was at Springfield, Mo., where 
General Lyon was killed, a town then 
known on the prairie as a town 150 
miles from any railroad. 
From 1861 
to 1862 our regiment marched through 
every county in the state of Missouri, 
trying to capture Quantrell and his 
band of desperadoes. 
We finally suc- 
ceede'd in driving him out of the state 
From here history tells us that Quan- 
trell went into the town of Lawrence, 
Kan., captured the town and murdered 
seventy-five or eighty of the citizens. 
"We then went down to the south 
west corner of the state, to the tow 
of New Madrid, Mo., under 
Genera 
Pope. Here we had one day of har 
fighting; the 'Rebs' evacuated in th 
night, went over to Island No. 10. W 
crossed the river below them, came 
in the rear, and captured the entir 
9000 prisoners. 
Then 
our 
regimen 
went down the Mississippi river, 
t 
make a seige on Fort Pillow, and afte 
lying there a few days, our regimen 
was 
ordered 
to Shiloh, PittsburgI 
Landing, where 
General Grant 
was 
The 'Rebs' had 75,000 men, and ther
